This is an in- 
genious scheme, pays the Tulare "Reg- 
ister, but what a merry row would be 
started up. Suspension or removal of 
the bounty would result at once in ai 
advance on the retail price of sugar,

"The development 
which mu^t follow such a line, both for 
the-S:m Jfttiniin v.illey ;iml Sun Fhm- 
cUco, is set forth fairly lo men o! capital 
in this city. After iiuilicient progress 
has U-en made hen- iu the matter of 
raising funds tu show the interest this 
city takes in the r..ad. the suit-coin mit- 
U-e apiKtimi-ti hv the president of the 
Trailic As.-'ocmtiim \\ill jw thiou^h the 
San Joaquin valley. Thi.s program will 
commend itself to thi.-- citv and the in- 
terior al=o.

valley, M> raihoad men say, would be- 
gin to pay some uuvme, when twenty- 
Jive mile.4 of thi: line were completed. 
As navigation is free to Stockton, and a.-* 
it would eo-t comparatively little to 
build the necessary steamers", tugboats 
and barges, there would be opened up a 
freight Hue 105 miles long U-tween San 
Franeisi-u and the San Joaq>iin conntrv 
wheimnly twentv-live miles of railroatl 
were completed."

Migrating KIrds and Tlielr FllElit, 


Many discussions have been maintain- 


ed as to the manner of flight of birds in 
migrating. The wild geese are well 
known to have a way of gathering in a 
largo flock and traveling in something 
like a military procession, but for tho 
most part naturalists havo differed in 
their ideas on this, as they differ seem- 
ingly on most subjects, somo asserting 
that most birds fly low. othera that 
they fly high, etc. Some observations 
made by 3Ir. W. E. D. Scott, however, 
at Princeton college on the night of Oct. 
10, 1880, give some dat;i upon which to 
base nn opinion. 
His observations dis- 


covered a large flight,of migratory birds 
proved by computations mado at tho 
time to bu flying from one to four milrs 
high al»ovc tho earth. They were small 
birds like the robin, wren, etc. 
This 


leads us to another |>oint— viz., the dan- 
gers encountered by hlrds in their annual 
flight. Of course the greatest is by storms, 
wbicli Le.it them far from their conrso 
out to sea, when they drop from exhaus- 
tion and are drowned, or to the earth, 
whew the forco of the fall is no loss 
fatal.—Mrs, J. B. Southworth in Albany
